the second week October, music was intro- 
duced into the city schools and kindergartens. Since 
that time teachers’ meetings have been held for the 
discussion methods and plans carrying the

after their interested attention was secured for 
instant, they were told they would allowed 
anything they chose—run, clap hands, march, sit, 
sleep, sing, play, dance, rock dolls, play horse, 
anything the music told them first 
they generally followed leader, self-appointed, but 
after several times doing what they did not exactly 
think the music told them do, many became 
independent and marked their own rhythm and 
interpreted suit their own fancies. For instance, 
the teacher the piano played selections from 
Marching through Georgia, Home, Sweet Home, Coming 
Through the Rye, Anvil Chorus, and the 
like, varying the program from day day. These 
were never announced nor explained. The children 
were left free what they wished, and from the first 
they showed much interest listening and 
for themselves. 

This work should not mistaken for the work 
that has been carried for years the kindergar- 
ten, where stories are told musical compositions, 
such the Wagner operas, Mozart sonata, the 
Moonlight sonata, and then the children are directed 
the piano tell the same while

songs and good-byes. 

course there has been individual work with 
those who not sing class. account the 
close relationship the kindergartners 
home, learned that many the children sing 
home and teach the songs their little brothers 
and sisters, and believe the reason for their 
silence class timidity inability respond 
the same rhythm, and when they seem indifferent 
they are perhaps taking more than they would 
urged sing. With proper encouragement they 
come into class time.

whole. Practical teachers who have tried these three 
methods are enthusiastic praise the third 
source insight into educational problems. 

With regard isolated tests, addition their 
value training accurate observation teachers 
who are beginning the experimental form child 
study, Dr. Tanner writes follows: “If single 
its relations good many things that the 
tester observes about the child already knows;

Combination Test 

The following test was recommended Dr. Otto 
Lipmann the Berlin Central Bureau for Experi- 
mental Pedagogy and Collective Psychological Re- 
search.

One circle heavy white water-color paper, 
inches diameter.

Separate the cards into four sets six cards each. 

The first set for color naming. Leave one 
card this set blank (white) and cover the others 
with 3x5 inches the five colors named above, 
one color for each card. When finished, write 
letter the alphabet the corner each color, 
indicated above, the blank white 
marked 

The second set six cards best understood 
means the diagram. The colored forms, cut 
from the remainder your pieces colored paper, 
are pasted the cards. The circle, being white,

made heavy paper will show its white 
background. Number these cards with both nu- 
merals and letters, indicated. These cards are 
laid the table the order shown the 
diagram. This set intended test the power 
simultaneous association form and color. 

The third and fourth sets are exactly alike, one 
set laid the table, and the other kept 
separate pack and handed the child. Cut 
the six forms out these cards, leaving holes the 
same size and shape the colored forms Set 
Number the cards both these sets with numerals 
only, that is, the circle the square and on. 
The third set, being laid the darker background 
the table, used exactly like the Ink-Blot test 
show the child’s perception form resemblances.

Technique: The idea spread out the first 
three (18 cards) table, and give the four 
parts this test child one sitting. With 
first-grade children the whole test took from two and 
one half five minutes for each child, not counting 
the time spent going and from the quiet room 
where the test was given.

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What Should Kindergarten Child Know when Entering

Parents, school boards, superintendents, primary 
teachers, are all asking these questions, and, better 
still, kindergartners are asking them with growing 
desire and determination prove that the kinder- 
garten ought be, reason its efficiency 
preparing the child for the first grade and for all 
the grades, integral part every school system.

teachers the kindergarten and the first two grades. 
some our public school systems interchanging 
visits between kindergarten and primary teachers 
and mutual conferences are being advocated, and 
when arrive standard attainment for the 
kindergarten child entering primary will the 
result getting together these several ways. 

The standard that satisfactory will take cog- 


nizance, too, not only the primary and kinder- 
garten school the past and present, but the 
schools to-morrow, the changing emphasis 
education, and with that forward look the stand- 
ard will doubtless have movable, not 
fixed one. For that reason should like restate 
our subject, What should Kindergarten Child Know 
when Entering FirstGrade? Are not the present 
time putting stress upon the ability rather than 
upon the possession knowledge, and does not 
look this were the immediate trend education? 
order learn that may the more 
efficiently. The small boy finds out playing 
certain game that needs keep score; learns 
add keeping score, and then finds that knowl- 
edge ability value making him more efficient 
the next game. 

What should the kindergarten child able 
when enters first grade, and how should 
able it? other words, what skill 
habits should have acquired the kindergarten, 
and what attitudes and ideals has 
possible enumerate here only what seems 
most essential habits and attitudes, skill and 
ideals. 

considering the skill which the child should 
have acquired entering primary are likely 
think first the physical development. should 
have the skill necessary for the free, light step 
walking, running, hopping, skipping; for response 
appropriate bodily movement few simple 
rhythms when played the piano; for lifting and 
carrying easily such objects chairs, boxes, books, 
building blocks; for handling correctly such tools 


scissors, brush, crayon, and possibly hammer and. 


saw, although this still disputed point; for 
manipulating with understanding process and for 
purposes expression experience such materials 
clay, sand, paper, and wood. 

The child should have the ability speak and 
understand simple English. The extent his 
vocabulary and his repertoire verses, songs, and 
stories will depend upon will vary the past 
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experience and present environment the children 
and the selective influence the teacher. should 
able sing with other children with some degree 
sensitiveness melody and with correct rhythm. 
When children enter the kindergarten find that 
they often sing ahead behind the group well 
above below the tone, but the time they 
pass the primary the rhythm correct, and the 
tone, with few exceptions, reasonably true. The 
child entering primary should able express 
simple, though often crude, dramatic play and 
games many the images arising from his experi- 
ences, real vicarious. The kind and number 
games and dramatizations will depend again upon 
the present environment, past experience the 
child, and selective influence the teacher. 

the list habits, that accurate observation 
holds important place. all have had children, 
who, like Georgie, when walked with his 
mother, thought only the candy, cooky, ice 
cream cone the end his journey. After few 
weeks kindergarten forgot the coveted reward 
keen enjoyment every insect, animal, flower; 
person along the way. concentration 
and attention, all agree, are most essential the 
standard, are also habits obedience, not the 
arbitrary command the teacher another child, 
but the rules the school and the group,— 
not the obedience which spells servility, but the 
obedience which makes for co-operation. Closely 
related obedience the rules the school come 
habits order and responsibility taking care 
wraps, materials, the schoolroom, and school grounds. 
primary teacher told the other day kinder- 
garten child who entering the primary room saw 
piece chalk upon the floor and stooped pick 
and place the till. She said this particular 
child had taken the responsibility caring for the 
room and keeping order there, and she expressed 
wish that all kindergarten children might have this 
habit like degree. 

this day emphasis hygiene, habits 
cleanliness are very necessary,—the careful observ- 
ance the laws hygiene, such the use 
individual drinking cups, towels, crayons, the cleans- 
ing the hands before eating, the turning away 
the face coughing and sreezing and These 
also are habits politeness, and them ought 
added the little courtesies greeting, request, 
and appreciation. Not long ago grade group gave 
the kindergarten beautiful poster, whereupon many 
came spontaneously from the kinder- 


garten children; one grade child was 
such spirit courtesy that called out the 
this spirit courtesy that should always animate 
the form and the index genuine consideration 
others speech and action,—an asset the 
kindergarten child which makes possible group work 
and group play the primary. 

list would complete without the mention 
initiative, original thought and action. 
group kindergarten children asked for trains 
use the out-of-door sand box; the director acceded 
their request although she had never used the 
trains the sand. Thereupon the children worked 
out the sand most wonderful network tracks, 
bridges, tunnels, and stations. this ability 
choose project and select the materials and means 
for working out that ought most valuable 
the child, not only his later education but life. 
Our schools the past have given little opportunity 
for the exercise initiative, but the schools the 
future promise strong this direction. 

considering the attitudes and ideals which 
kindergarten child should possess, should like 
name two which not perhaps function very 
directly the primary school present, but which 
are most valuable the child’s adjustment the 
world about him, and which are finding increasing 
place the elementary school. The kindergarten 
child has intelligent interest and helpful 
attitude toward nature; has some idea the care 
taken living things. The children our 
suburban kindergartens have the opportunity for 
fuller development here than the children the 
know one suburban kindergarten where the 
children would likely forget their own break- 
fasts the feeding the pets. know another 
where some the children appeared the school 
grounds Christmas day with basket delicacies 
particularly selected suit the taste the rabbits 
order that they too might enjoy Christmas treat. 

The kindergarten child has sympathetic atti- 
tude toward the people the home and the com- 
munity who help him, and ideal the apprecia- 
tion and co-operation which their efforts merit. The 
son successful lawyer expressed his admiration 
for one these community workers returned 
from tour inspection which the kindergarten had 
paid the fire engine house. swelled with pride 
related his conversation with one the fire- 
some day, and told him was goin’ be.”’ 
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the attitudes which function directly the 
primary school, would emphasize the attitude 
toward other children real comradeship work 
and play. this socializing influence the 
kindergarten which prevents the tragic misfits that 
sometimes find the grades: the child who 
bosses other children the school group did 
the neighborhood gang, and therefore justly 
unpopular the playground; the other child who 
has never learned play all with children and 
who stands sits sadly apart and sometimes con- 
fesses pathetically the mother the teacher that 
the children not like her,—no one wants play 
with her. Then there the attitude interest 
and joy work together with some ideal purpose, 
accuracy, and persistence accomplishment. 
watched small boy kindergarten the other day 
worked bench and rug, the rug being 
entirely his own idea. concentrated that 
piece work for forty minutes watch except 
for moment diversion when went recover 
bit borrowed material from neighbor. When 
finished sat surveying his result; could not 


forbear remarking that liked the labor his hands, 
whereupon heaved sigh satisfaction and said, 

And, finally, the kindergarten child entering 
primary has the attitude friendliness toward the 
teacher and the school; looks forward with glad 
expectation the opportunities which await him 
there. only necessary ourselves 
the retardation the learning process caused 
fear and self-consciousness the part non-kin- 
dergarten children realize the great gain the 
efficiency the primary where these factors are 
eliminated and where the children enter with con- 
fidence and interest. 

not know that ever promoted child who 
came own standard, not because any 
lack the child’s native endowment, but because 
have never lived insight. What 
standard for, however, does not give some- 
thing measure to, and much increase 
the efficiency our product? Doubtless before 
realize our practice any the standards given 
here shall find the standard moving on!

school suburban hamlet has solved the 
problem teaching children their 
tion, subtraction, multiplication, 
through the use the old-fashioned domino, and 
this with such measure success that the number 
period, often the bugaboo the first grade, now 
looked forward with keenest delight. 

Dominoes pedagogical tools have, course, 
varied interest. begin with, little folk and 
big the domino toy; and the child the very 
notion something being toy—that the playing 
therewith constitutes game, rather than being the 
fascination over and above what the most interesting 
regular lesson work can afford. 

Therefore, when the teacher suggests, for the 
first time, her children: ‘‘Now for game 
the interest aroused once. With 
the word that game dominoes played, 
even these little folk have seen others play and 
enjoy it, attention attracted, and when shown 
that one must count the spots the domino and 
able place them meet like spots, the principles 
addition are begun. seems simple, but recollect 
that many these children have not yet begun 
add. does mean great deal more child 
know that counting the five white the 
black domino winning game, than simply 
count many white chalk marks the blackboard. 
adding, learning count, aid the dominoes 
soon becomes fascinating 

The next step subtraction. The children have 
learned play dominoes its simplest form; 
matching ends and trying get rid their own 
given supply first all. Many them have been 
playing home. 

The teacher now explains little more the 
science dominoes—the thing which raises the game 
from mere child’s play one the most fascinating 
tests wits. She shows them how the dominoes 
the blocks with six-spots. There are 


run. 
6-6, 6-5, 6-4, 6-3, and on, through 6-0. 
other words, there are seven blocks with six them, 
six blocks, with five, and on. She 
before the children, counting she goes. does 
not take the child-mind long grasp this fact. 


Now Jack and Ida and Tom and Clara play 
game before the class. Slowly first, 
given moment, when the teacher stops them. 

see, she explains, can now 
put this domino this end and leave six there; 
that domino that end and leave there. 

let’s stop moment and remember: 
There are seven dominoes with 6-spots. the 
table there are five these’’ (pointing them out). 
has another her hand and that makes ‘six 
them accounted for. There are seven all, 
see know six, then less means that there 
more left. 

count the 4-spots and then, very 
carefully, she teaches the children how count the 
number given spot that has been played, sub- 
tract that from the whole number those the 
set, and thus see how many more could played. 
playing certain domino means many chances 
for one’s rivals, she shows them how choose some 
other domino that will mean only few. other 
words, out the dominoes there are coming addi- 
tion, subtraction, then the more complex problem, 
addition and subtraction the children 
grasp these and see how they help win, they learn 
eagerly. 

Much better, that, than reciting, over and over, 
not? 

Addition and subtraction finally mastered, the 
teacher goes further. From the first steps scien- 
tific dominoes she advances the next most impor- 
tant phase, one which can never over-developed 
playing dominoes, and which, aside from its peda- 
gogical value, helps the children wherever they may 
play the game throughout life. This known 
the making the sums equal 
given number order count. 

The teacher shows the children the cross formed 
simple domino game. She shows them how 
adding the numbers the four ends one gets 
given sum. Then she shows how, after adding three 
the ends, possible, sometimes, for the person 
whose turn comes next vary the subsequent result 
tremendously, according what puts down 
any given point. Then she suggests that only such 
sums end twos, multiples two, may count 
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for the final score. ten, twelve, fourteen, 
sixteen, etc., etc., they count; seven, nine, eleven, 
thirteen, not. 

The children play that game; tax themselves 
make their sums even number; refer the table 
-twos written the board when doubt, and 
every time they helps them learn that 
table. 

Another day threes which that sum must 
end. This, course, harder, but you not 
know your three table, your rival does, and you 
will soon find loser the game. Then 
the four and the five tables, and, surprise though 
be, the harder the number, the more the children 
enjoy it, the more fun win! 

Naturally, the time one has learned not only 
add and subtract, but multiply, and even 


divide test for trying sums, ready for the 
more usual ways learning. Dominoes need 
longer depended on, then, for teaching the prob- 
lems the hour. 

But—and here the interesting phase it— 
long after the school-domino set has been put away 
and dominoes have passed from the class-room serv- 
ice, the children play with dominoes their own. 
They play them the school yard the noon hour, 
they play them home, they play them socials 
and other places. 

Every time they play, they try make the 
game more every time they this they 
drill themselves harder multiplication, 
until few pedagogical tools can show splendid 
results for the school population, even the district 
large, simple set dominoes. 


Number and Word Sheets

several years have saved the calendar 

figures from large advertising calendars 
used for number sheets. use the first twelve fig- 
ures, pasting six figures row across the top 
the long side manila sheet, and the other 
six row halfway down the sheet. 

Each child given number sheet and pan 
square colored pegs. Beginning one, matches 
the correct number pegs each figure; as, one 
peg the figure one, two pegs two, and on. 
This helps teach child count, and observe 
the sequence numbers before ready make 
number combinations. Those who not first 
recognize the figures soom become familiar with 
them. 

Color combinations may also introduced, 
fact, are usually invented the children, which add 
the variety and interest the work. One child 


made his colors correspond the rainbow order 


each row; as, one red, two orange, three yellow, 


four green, five blue, six violet; (next row) seven 
red, eight orange, nine yellow, ten green, eleven 
blue, twelve violet. 

Older children who know printed figures can 
make new number sheets, cutting figures from old 
calendars and pasting them neatly and order 
upon new sheets used above described. 

have utilized the reverse sides these number 
sheets for word sheets. Neat the distinctly written 
word box, for example, clear, plain picture 
box pasted. Each child given word sheet for 
the purpose tracing this word over with finger 
pencil, outline with seeds, look copy 
for re-writing upon another paper: 

The use these simple materials, approaching 
they the more formal seat work the first 
grade, delight and satisfy the more mature children 
the kindergarten who are eager, especially 


towards the latter part the school year, advance 
the next step. 
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was the opportunity toward which had cast

Therefore, when found myself confronted with 
this golden opportunity actually live and work 
these very conditions, enthusiasm knew 
bounds. lived, moved, and had being terms 
southern cotton mills. sure, was some- 
what disconcerted when the ticket agent informed 
that the town Stowell was unknown official 
railroad guides. however, called his aid 
formidable book freight rates and 
informed that could give freight rates but 
passenger rates, spirits returned. told him 
passenger rates permitted, and would take the risk 
ultimate arrival. had undertaken direct 
kindergarten southern cotton mill town and 
was not diverted. 

When, upon safe arrival, learned the cause 
the agent’s inability locate the town Stowell, 
was glad that had persevered. 

Stowell not incorporated town; simply 
colony surrounding large, handsomely equipped 
cotton mill, the whole forming link chain 
similar towns. All these towns are part the 
Company interests and are connected curious 
little railroad. This latter institution unique 
little affair that exists solely for the benefit the 
Company and its people. maintains more less 
schedule, but entertainingly distractingly 
independent, according your mood. These towns 
not evolve; they arrive. When the Company 
decides build new mill, the town follows the 
logical sequence events. certain location 
deemed good one for new mill. People must 
operate the mill and those people must live—hence 
the town. Rome was not built day, but

modern mill town may erected, handsomely 
equipped, and running smoothly year. 

the time stay Stowell the town was 
but six years old. was model mill town 1,800 
inhabitants, built according modern ideas, and 
was considered the handsomest mill town that 
section the South. The town was laid out the 
form wheel. The mill faced upon park which 
formed the hub. From this center radiated the 
streets the boulevard, splendid 
formed the rim the wheel and informally marked 
the town limit. The streets were wide and kept 
good condition the Company 
the trees, magnolia and oak, were young, there was 
little shade, but one whose vision could extend 
the maturity the town, there was difficulty 
seeing large, shady park numerous and 
well located were the young trees. Grouped about 
the central park were the stores, the public library, 
the two churches, the public school building, the 
auditorium, and the kindergarten bungalow, all 
modern buildings. The dwellings were all alike— 
square, pointed roofs, comfortable front and rear 
porches, and all painted gray. never determined 
which the town most resembled, army post 
colony beehives. 

The system government was simple. There 
was mayor, council, other details political 
machinery. There were formal town laws, yet 
Stowell was the best ordered and cared for town 
its size that have known. The Super- 
last, and always supreme. Well may said that 
mill town known its This particu- 
lar Superintendent was Christian gentleman, 
advocate progress, and active worker reli- 
gious matters. The process elimination was his 
simple but effectual method government. The 
town stood for morality, temperance, dignity, and 
order. one could rent house the town who 
was not connected with the mill. one could 
continue with the mill who would not comply with 
the unwritten laws the town. 

The people, for the most part, originally lived 
upon small farms the surrounding country. The 
soil red clay and not conducive 
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farming, save the cotton farms. The mills offer 
steady income piecework rates, modern advan- 


tages, and community life; the people have 


gradually migrated these villages and form dis- 
tinct social group. 

the town young, the public buildings are 
new, modern, and attractive. Fairest all the 
kindergarten bungalow. When, upon 
the Superintendent drove down inspect 
new quarters, involuntarily cried, looks 
had emerged from The Ladies’ Home 
The shingled exterior was stained 
Across the front and side extended large veranda, 
and the back was smaller porch. The wide 
double doors opened into large room which extended 
the entire length the building. From this room 
door opened the rear porch; another door 
opened into large play room; third door opened 
into the cloak room. The predominating character- 
istic the little house was sunshine and 
thing seemed radiate happiness. Windows that 
were wide and numerous, window seats, and 
deep fireplace added the general attractiveness. 
The interior woodwork was stained green throughout 
and the walls were tinted dainty ivory. the 
windows hung bobby little curtains with pink rose- 
buds climbing the borders. From the first 
seemed like home, ‘‘kept and 
lived happy family. The main room was 
large that there was crowding jostling. 
tables were arranged easily the mammoth bay 
window. The piano stood the rear the big 
windows. the center there was more than enough 
room for the circle. Outside was large inclosed 
playground with equipment, where the children could 
play before kindergarten. 

did not take long realize futility 
attempting the sort program which had used 
the kindergartens Cincinnati. begin with, 
there was the genial unconcern regarding the value 
time. Nobody hurried. Nobody became excited 
over clocks, one way the other. vain did 
make announcements and send home notes. Every 
morning enthusiastic group would greet upon 
the porch, where they had been awaiting arrival 
for hour two. Every morning radiant little 
laggards would stroll casually into kindergarten about 
ten o’clock. took six weeks impress upon 
them that kindergarten commenced nine o’clock. 
Apparently was them matter small conse- 
quence—a mere matter detail. But was worth 
the struggle. And when grew know the home 
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conditions many little flock, wonder was 
not that they were irregular, but that they could 
gotten ready kindergarten all. When 
became the personal friend those tired mill mothers 
with their large families, crowded homes, and over- 
taxed endurance, could realize why they did not 
know the value time from viewpoint. 

The children came kindergarten young 
would admit drew the line three years 
for entrance and six years for other- 
wise verily believe they would have been brought 
the go-cart regular members the 
who themselves would have refused 
until the babies could themselves. 
The kindergarten was great factor the social and 
civic the town, and the source constant joy 
the little ones. 

Considering the diversity ages the program 
had plastic, say the least. Often would 
carry the tables and chairs the wide veranda and 
have our gift period out where could feel the 
breath God’s great outdoors. liked best 
build pigeon house and call the pigeons from 
neighboring yard come and visit us. Sometimes 
would have rhythms the veranda and march 
about the playground time the music that 
floated through the big windows. was happy 
time for us. Sometimes, the day was hot and 
drowsy, the droning the mill sounded like the 
buzz bees clover, and the smallest the 
three-year-old babies slept soundly over her beads 
that she did not know when carried her the cradle 
the playroom; all nature called out and 
then why remain persistently between four 
walls? So, when the skies were very blue and the 
sun smiled very seductively, often the way 
down the cotton country, would ask, 
hears the woods calling? Pointer says, 
would all the little forefingers and varied would 
the answers; but the consensus opinion was 
that must accept the invitation and visit the 
woods. 

Then would gather our lunch baskets and 
stroll leisurely down past the cotton fields the 
pine forest. knew all the name 
and they were always glad see us. would 
look up, up, up, “clear the very sky,” and call 
our greetings the giants and they would nod their 
heads and whisper and knew that they were 
whispering ‘‘good us. Sometimes 
would hold ear the trunk and then tell what 
the tree told about how grew, and about all 
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the wild things and folk’’ that lived the 
forest. There are many woods pine trees the 
world, but Alabama pine forest stands niche 
clean, cool, and fragrant. Then 
there the carpet needles that make such wonder- 
ful slides the hillside. Sometimes the village 
ice-cream vender would jangle the edge the 
forest carrying his highly respectable wares, and 
then would all become the guests the Company. 
The Superintendent always encouraged arrang- 
ing little surprises for the kindergarten. His gener- 
osity was the cause many joys one form 
another. 

Perhaps the greatest joy all came Christmas. 
The kindergarten Christmas Festival was the social 
and civic event the entire community. pains 
money was spared making the occasion gala 
event. Each child, made his own pres- 
ents kindergarten for his family home and 
friends kindergarten; then the Company made 
substantial presents each child. There was 
Santa Claus and huge tree splashed with cotton 
snow that looked like growing trees 
North where Miss Bradstreet and there were 
glass icicles, hanging from the branches, and dripping 
rain. kindergarten could have 
more really truly “‘little fir Every one who 
was not the mill crowded the kindergarten, 
till the house was overflowing. Those who 
could not get inside stood chairs the veranda 
and peered through the windows. was all 
wonderful and joyous and every one was 
Many the parents kept those gifts 
ornaments, shown with pride visitors the 
bedroom parlor. 

was when knew the people their homes 
that found the pulse work. The mill houses 
contained two, three, four, and five rooms, and the 
operatives were placed the Company the size 
house consistent with the size the family, 
far that was possible. For instance, lived 
five-room house because had twelve children. 
the other hand, lived two-room house because 
had children. The houses rent the rate 
one dollar per room per month. Thus, five-room 
house would cost the tenant five dollars month, 
while two-room house would cost two dollars 
month. The electric light rates vary with the size 
the house and are added automatically the 
monthly rent. 

The people are for the most part Methodists and 
Baptists and are very religious. Dancing, card- 


playing, etc., are under the ban, but the ubiquitous 

Child labor is, course, the most striking feature 
all southern mill towns. seems me, however, 
that some ways injustice done the South 
judging from northern standards. With individual 
exceptions, the rank and file mill operatives know 
nothing education known the North, 
and they knew it, the present stage they would 
not see the advisability adopting it. They will 
tell you that they already have compulsory educa- 
tion. Yes, compulsory—to the extent that 
twelve-year-old child could not work mill unless 
could present certificate showing that had 
attended school two consecutive months out the 
twelve. Since left Stowell the age standard has 
been raised fourteen years. found 
Stowell, but found many who resented 
having sacrifice the two months education 
the expense the pay envelope. the Company 
pays piecework, the longer the operatives are 
willing work, and the larger the number people 
contributing the family support, the greater the 
family exchequer. The Company has certain 
within regular working hours, must done 
night, whenever the necessity demands it. The 
Company will pay accordingly, but the work must 
done. The children did not and could not oper- 
ate the great, powerful looms the electric mill 
Stowell. These children were utilized largely 
doing chores about the mill, even the tying the 
threads was done electricity. 

According the average Northerner, the South 
went sleep fifty years ago and only now begin- 
ning stretch little; and judging the rural South 
the standards the rural North, the impression 
not entirely incorrect. If, however, northern 
educator wishes learn some vital facts, that she 
may judge righteous judgment, she must live and 
work the South, must know the conditions 
both sides, and must temporarily view the situation 
through the eyes the mill operatives—also through 
the eyes the intelligent, progressive Superin- 
tendent, who understands the conditions and his 
people. 

The evolution standards rapidly taking 
place the South. Already her legislation show- 
ing its power lever. The modern mills with 
their model towns and progressive Superintendents 
are rapidly superseding the old mills with their poor 
lighting systems, unsanitary conditions, 
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ventilation. The rising generation schools and 
kindergartens views with disgust and scorn the habit 
generation mill operatives. Schools, kindergar- 
tens, legislation, moral and educational improve- 
ments the mill towns, all show the trend the 
times. 

early found that the isolated mill towns 
there general terror the northern ‘‘reformer.”’ 
All are viewed with suspicion until they 
have proven themselves. This suspicion directed 
from both the operatives and the officials the mill. 
The operatives not wish and 


the officials not wish the peace disturbed 
outsiders with “highfalutin had 
desire but only service wherever 
service was most needed, found genuine friendship 
developing between the operatives well the 
officials and myself. found myself the position 
pupil well teacher; and if, through the 
little ones the kindergarten and sincere friend- 
ships with the parents, was able contribute 
mite service, the scales were balanced the

The Potential Conception Kindergarten 
the Past. 

The Chinese people are nature lovers 
learning. scholar was looked upon the pillar 
the state, and the important offices the govern- 
ment were placed upon the shoulders men who 
distinguished themselves scholastic attainment. 
give incentive for the turning out more 
intelligent citizens had been the constant aim 
the early Chinese emperors, even before Confucius’ 
time. For example, Emperor Niin, for purposes 
social distinction, divided the populace into four 
classes according the order importance. They 
were: the scholars; the farmers; the 
mechanics, and the merchants; and this classifi- 
cation was carried down from century century 
until the beginning the present decade. This 
illustration shows, striking way, the social 
prestige scholar above that the rest the 
populace. 


The training scholars, briefly stated above, 
has been matter vital concern the state. 
Let see its significance. Since the appointments 
governmental offices were measured the degree 
scholastic attainments, the ultimate aim 
parents naturally centered thorough education 
for their children, and since the kindergarten age plays 
important role determining the physical, 
mental, and moral make-up one’s life, the stress 
laid early training among the ancients was 
inevitable result. course, must admitted 
here that the process which child was trained 
was radically different from the present kinder- 
garten method; but the principle, far the 
impetus given child education was concerned, 
remained intact and unchallengeable. 

The following illustrations taken from Chinese 
history will perhaps suffice show the potential 
conception child education the ancient time 
and indicate the stress parents laid the early 
training the youth. 

“The education said one the 
Chinese sages, contemporaneous with Confucius, 
“should begin before his Pregnant educa- 
tion, his view, has important bearing upon 
the development perfect child. That which 
the mother hears, sees, eats, smells, and feels has 
corresponding effect upon the child. Hence, 
unpleasant things and disagreeable notions should 
kept away from her. 

Another illustration, perhaps better known, 
story how Manfucius, great sage China, 
was carefully trained his mother during his early 
childhood. His mother, pious, thoughtful, and 
farsighted woman, determined give her son the 
best training she could, and, making use what 
nature had bestowed upon him, she endeavored 
direct his imitative powers the right channels 
placing him the right environment. first 
her home was the side butcher’s shop, and 
she found her little Manfucius imitating the killing 
animals. She then moved another place 
the neighborhood barber’s shop, and her 
great surprise the child was equally keen observing 
and imitating the process hair cutting and shaving. 
“Neither one these occupations good for 
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she said herself, ‘‘and must move 
place where child’s environment will best help 
his physical, mental, and moral Finally, 
she settled near school and, her joy, her son 
began imitate reading and writing. Though 
the verge poverty, she earned enough weaving 
send her son school; and when, one day, the 
little Manfucius refused attend his classes, she 
broke the loom and said, person who does not 
work patiently and persistently will never reach 
his goal. Just cut the threads the loom, 
cuts the threads that lead his The 
breaking the loom the mother served 
everlasting moral lesson Manfucius, his 
attainment nation-wide popularity, which was 
esteemed only next that Confucius political 
and moral philosopher, was but blossom the 
seed which his mother had sown. 

These two examples, should borne mind, 
are typical hundreds similar nature. The 
Chinese mothers, handicapped the lack 
modern schooling, might not able 
their children scientifically, the modern sense 


the word, but they have grasped this 


mental idea, e., instill into the minds their 
children the lessons discipline and culture, which 
are indispensable every citizen. Obedience, loy- 
alty, honesty, truthfulness, diligence, and piety are 
what the Chinese children are generally taught, and 
these are the elements which help build 
great nation. 

Thus far aim establish one central fact, 
that is, the potential conception kindergarten 
the past. However vague and unscientific one may 
call it, nevertheless existed. Kindergarten now 
instituted China, therefore, not blossom 
suddenly burst forth from wild plant. The kin- 
dergarten, itself, course new institution, 
but the conception child discipline and child 
training has long existed. 


Its Transition and Rapid Growth the Present 
Decade. 

much for the past. Let now turn our 
attention the present. Viewing brief history 
about ten years, dating from 1906, the kinder- 
garten movement has been making rapid progress 
China and continuing even more rapid 
rate. What are the causes this change? The 
awakening the masses, the spread Christianity, 
the growth democracy, and the outcry for prog- 
ress, all center the importance the child— 


the father the ‘coming generation. One who 
studies the educational activities the present 
China will readily realize the growing interest and 
urgent demand for more kindergartens. Miss Mor- 
ton, missionary Shanghai, writes, 
kindergarten work growing tremendously from 
Pekin Canton, other words, from north 
south China. have had people, Chinese edu- 
cators from many places and provinces, visit 
our Pai-Shau Road which 
Chinese to-day are thoroughly aroused the 
necessity more etc. 

Furthermore, this growing interest not limited 
character, e., not confined ‘to aristocratic 
few, but universal among all classes. The coolies, 
who constitute relatively large percentage the 
Chinese population and who struggle hardest against 
poverty, are none the less desirous sending their 
children kindergartens educated, for they 
have come realize that education the step 
forward toward better and nobler life for their 
descendants. 

The demand for kindergartens, therefore, 
great, but the supply surprisingly small. What, 
then, causes this lack supply? briefly 
examine some the causes: (1) Lack trained 
teachers. very simple understand that the 
size the student body dependent upon the 
number teachers. There are hundreds and thou- 
sands children China whose parents are eager 
give them some sort kindergarten training, 
but the lack available teachers necessarily pre- 
vents their realization. China, with territory 
1,896,495 square miles, has, present, only seven 
training schools for kindergarten teachers, and this 
number, opinion, far too small supply 
China’s needs. 

(2) Equally important with the lack training 
the lack kindergartens themselves. The educa- 
tional commissioner China has far greater prob- 
lems think about, and his schemes financing 
his department are inclined toward the establishment 
universal compulsory system. kinder- 
garten under government supervision has been piti- 
fully neglected, and the effort establish more 
these institutions just beginning some the 
more progressive provinces. 

(3) Perhaps the greatest obstacle which hinders 
the rapid growth kindergartens China the 
lack finance. The Revolution 1911 brought 
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the country face face with financial panic. 
The annual budget revenues and expenditures 
issued the Board Finance showed deficit 
$450,000 and even greater amount 
1913. was not until 1914 that the country 
was put into better shape; then the outbreak 
the European war again added new terrors 
the Chinese government. The Japanese demands 
greatly hindered the progress China. So, one 
event after another obstructed the progress the 
kindergarten movement. 

Now, bearing all these things mind, let 
briefly examine some the results. 

There are approximately ninety kindergartens 
China averaging thirty children each. Roughly 
estimated, therefore, the sum total kindergarten 
children three thousand. These kindergartens are 
widely scattered throughout the country, showing 
slight numerical superiority the neighborhood 
and along the Yang Tzo River where most the 
big commercial cities are now located. 

The total sum kindergarten training schools 
seven number. These schools are Peking, 
Soochow, Canton, Amay, Toochow, Hanchow, and 
Szechuan. These schools give two-year courses and 
require high school equivalent for entrance. How- 
ever, some accept those who cannot meet the 
requirements. account the crying need for, 
kindergarten teachers, some the undergraduates 
are offered teaching positions. 

Now, out the entire population China, 
estimated that per cent. belong the kinder- 
garten age, e., millions out the 400 millions. 
compare this number with those who are 
kindergarten training, the ratio 13,333 
other words, there only one child out 13,333 
who has the privilege attending kindergarten. 

From the above facts, one can readily realize 
that millions children are being neglected; and 
give every child equal opportunity, China has 
increase her kindergartens hundreds and thousands. 

Efforts are being made, however, supply more 
adequately the needs the children. The teachers 
different kindergartens realize that co-operation 
and co-ordination are foundation stones toward 
greater success. So, instead working independ- 
ently, they formed two organizations the names 
“The North China Kindergarten 
which was organized 1915 and launching the 
first series magazines for the kindergarten, and 
“The Central China Kindergarten 
will best quote Mrs. Fritch’s own words, the 


president the latter: Central China Kin- 
dergarten Association was organized February, 
1911. began local organization Soochow, 
but the interest called forth soon carried over 
several provinces. the summer the same year, 
the Central China Education Union requested its 
co-operation and asked that its scope and purpose 
extended include all Central China. 

“The work the Association has been along 
two main lines, the cultivation public sentiment 
and the study and development various features 
the actual kindergarten work. number 
public meetings have been held Soochow and 
Shanghai, all which have been full enthusiasm. 
The Educational Review, the National Review, 
the Chinese Recorder, and some others have occa- 
sionally published articles. 

“The second line work has resulted the 
development materials and translations. The 
standard kindergarten work has been kept higher 
than would have been possible without this means 
expressing united opinion. has been particu- 
larly effective training work. 

new opportunity presented itself the 
meeting Soochow, April, 1915. The number 
Chinese kindergartners has increased rapidly, 
well the number kindergartens, that seemed 
desirable make possible for each locality 
develop its own constituency.” 

With this efficient co-operation, much progress 
has been made recent years, and believe the 
time will soon come when the majority children 
will have the opportunity attending kindergartens 
and being properly trained and educated, because 
China has her great destiny, and the progressive 
Chinese are persistently working it. 

With this optimistic point view, let consider 
the future and its significance. 


Future. not too bold assertion 
say that the future destiny China lies the 
hands the younger generations. They are the 
designers, workers, and builders future China. 
Hence, proper training the young the best 
assurance guard against degradation and the 
most effective instrument promoting progress. 

close examination history will convince 
that any great change nation brought about 
great leaders, social, political, religious, and 
what not. But let also remember that the 
greatness national heroes, men like Alexander 
the Great, George Washington, our Chinese 
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fundamentally shaped and influenced 
wise mothers their days youth.

Our first step was set aside one corner 
the room play corner. placed rug the 
floor and soon the children had provided toy 
piano, bed, dresser, cupboard, dishes, table, and 
chairs. These were all large enough for the children’s 
use. There were forty-two screwed-down desks and 
thirty little kindergarten chairs the room. 
were given twelve Moulthrop desks and two kinder- 
garten tables. After these had arrived and the chil- 
_dren were permitted use them, they longer 
cared use the screwed-down desks except 
place for materials. had the desks removed and 
lockers made for the materials. This gave room 
play games, form circle chairs, work 
groups any part the room.
